Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-1 2, 23-30, 33-35 and 39-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: previously 
cited reference Caldwell '222 fails to teach or suggest, in the environment of a keyboard 
formed by depositing a layer of decorative material onto a substrate, depositing a first 
conductive material onto the decorative material, Depositing a second layer of 
conductive material overlying and electrically coupled to the first layer of conductive 
material, the second layer being arranged in the form of a first bonding pad and a first 
electrical trace coupling the first sensing electrode to the first bonding pad, connecting a 
first electrical circuit component to the first bonding pad. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
